hibited from making such repairs to 
equipment on the lines of the road 
as they are qualified to perform. The 
new rules thus allow train operatives 
to perform repair work even though 
it Is ordinarily considered shop me- 
chanic's work.

It is comparatively dlfFcutt to de- 
tect tbe presence of aorrife shoddy or 
adulterant except by caref-'" c- ntrot- 
led laboratory tests, but a few timple 
tests for wool which will aia

purchaser are given by the workers in 
textiles at the state college of agri- 
culture. 


Woolen 
material 
should 
feel 


springy, harsh and elastic. Much of 
this elasticity is lost when, in manu- 
facture. wool is combined with much 
cotton or shoddy. 


Tbc Burning Test, 


Another test for wool is that of 


burning a. sample of the material. 
\VooI burns like hair; it smoulders 
slowly and soon is extinguished. An 
all-woolen material leaves oily, gum- 
my globules as a residue. 


Material may a.l£O be torn, or pulled 


apart, as a test of the liber 'and the 
wtrength ot tho material. Wool mattr- 
istl tears "with a dull or muple^d sound. 
The ease with which the cloth tears 
depends on thj weight of the yarn and 
th^ weave, 


If cotton and wool are wo.'en to- 
gether. the hindg of fibers may often 
be distinguished along the sides of the 
tear,

In the altercation that follow- 
ed Goodall stabbed Ellison with -a 
knife, denth resulting almost instant- 
ly. 


Goodall was arrested by New York 


city policemen guarding the acqueduct 
and held pending the arrival of Sher- 
iff Vorderrnark, Cornorer Si Hi man and 
District Attorney O'Connor oC Dcla- 
xvare county. Shaft No. 1 is practical- 
ly on the line between Delaware and 
Greene counties and it \vas at Jlrnt 
thought that the crime hart been com- 
mitted In the latter county but is was 
finally decided that the men were on 
Delaware county soil.

These 
are questions t!;:it I shouid advise the 
railroad men, the miners nnd other 
workers who seek nationalization of 
industry, to look into before they com- 
mit themselves. 


Let them find out for themselves 


whnt government ownership would 
mcnn to them. 


The first thing they *Hli discover, as 


I discovered ivhon I Uepan the present 
inquiry, is lhal nobody knows, and 
nobody in tlie Rovcrnment service Is 
eh urged 
-with 
knowing, 
the 
exact 


number of employees in the service 
from day to df«y. Even more astound- 
ing, nobody knows, or Is charged with' 
knou-tnff. even approximately, the sum 
of the payroll of the United States. 


It Is not possilile to find out within 


hundreds of thousands of dollars how 
much the United States pays yearly 
or monthly In salaries and wages. I 
went to the Treasury department, to 
the appropriations committee of con- 
gress, nnd elsewhere where I thought 
the information might he lodged, but 
nobody knew. I was told vaguely that 
the government was not run on an 
asset and liability basis, and therefore 
It was not necessary to know the eiaet 
numher of employees on the payroll. 


If the average compensation Is $1,- 


100. the federal civil service payroll 
now amounts to more than seven 
hundred million dollars annually. The 
largest single branch is the Post Ofllce 
department, wilh nearly 300.0CK) em- 
ployees. 
The War department has 


more than 125,000 civilian employees, 
the Navy department about 90,000, and 
the Treasury department about 60,000. 
No other branch tins as ninny as 25,000 
employees. Any institution that em- 
ploys one in seventy-three of all this 
country's workers and calls for the 
expenditure of such a largo part of 
our annual revenues is .entitled to 
your serious ooosl derail on. Ton and 
you alone put up ih3 money.
